River. Wo counted 1043 calves on the 
feeding ground, and if a good per- 
-ent.tg-e of these live thero will still 
be a fine bunch to make up for. the- 
loss" declared Hoynnl Eaton^of the 
'uton Brothers' ?'Dude" ranch 
at 


Wolf, upon his return yesterday from 
Cheyenne, where he was appointed by 
Governor Robert D. Carey as a mem- 
ber of thcfrCommission to investigate 
the condition of the elk at Jackson 
Hole rind at the head of Wind River. 


The commission included Major E. 


A. Cioldman of the Biological Survey, 
who was at tho head, of the party, 
Game Warden Bruce Nowlin and Ho- 
ward Eaton. Captain A. M. Cook Su- 
oorviBov of the Woshakie forest, join- 
ed the party at Lander for inspection 
of the Wind River .district and A. C. 
McCain, Supervisor of the Teton for- 
est joined the party at Jackson for the 
investigation. 


"After going through .Wind. River" 


•ontinued Mr. Eaton- "We went out 
ffom Dnbois to the Jackson Hole. The 
temperature at "VVincl River hovered 
between 35 and, 40 With plenty of; snow 
The snow hau 'blcrvgn. Off the" plateau 
!>ut the ravines were filled ami there 
were a number of stretches where the 
snow -was half knee decj>. pp. av)iorse. 
On the road to Jackson Hold' the roads 
were drifted hard and the snow was 
on a level with the top fence rails. 
Occasionally we eoujd see 'trie 'tops 'of 
th e fence posts. At one place I know 
we traveled over a drift with twelve 
feet of snow under us. 


Elk and Deer Irtcrcasinjf" 


"Thero were a number of elk feecl- 


Ing and quite a number of deer, which 
are increasing rapidly. .There are now 
seven feeding places in Jackson Hole 
and we advise that no more be estab'- 
lishecl. This would be excellent if it 
.vei-e possible to weed out the weak, 
animals. As it is now, it is the same 
problem that faces the cattleman, the 
ilk stay at the feeding grounds in- 
stead of foraging and the strong ones 
ight off the weak ones. The elk are 
n uniformly good condition, as usual 
'.here are a few oM ones that will die 
Before the winter is over, and it is al- 
•iost n cinch that every motherless 
calf will die. If the elk cow has been 
ihot or died a natural death, the chan 
:es are ten to one that the calf will 
lot be able to rustle for himself. If 
' t were possible to capture them at 


nco and keep them up and feed them 


; ; believe, the result would be different 
; V!l the mature elk are in good condi- 


ion and I saw a number of yearlings 
anil coming two year olds that were 
rat enough for venison. 


Piles of Buffalo Bone's 


"While on this trip, 1 saw a sight 


vhich has never been equaled before 
n all' my experience with buffalo on 
he range—which dates back to 1870 
Joing clown Alkali Creek on the west 
'oi-k of Wind River we found a place 
vhere the stream had washed back 
tiul cut out a steep bank sheltered 
rom the bluffs which ranged from 
00 to 150 feet high. Here on' this' 
•ank was a strip perhaps eighty yards 
ong where the buffalo hones were 
lilcd up from four to five feet 
in 


(eight, great layers of them. I attemp 
ed to pull one buffalo skull from the 
•an.k, but found that it was wedged 
n the clay as tightly as if it had been 
cement." 


"It was of course, impossible to 


determine how far the layers of bones 
nn under the bank but I am sure 
;here must have been the carcasses 
>f fully five hundred buffalo in the 
'ile. The cause of the gigantic slaugh 
tor will alwaj% remain a mystery. The 
>ank wris steep, but not so much that 


"the buffalo could have run off it and 
ijled up below. It is scarcely possible 
hat that many buffalo could 
have 


been slaughtered for some Indian re- 
mion or pow-wow, and as the sec-

at 


Wolf, upon his return yesterday from 
Cheyenne, where he was appointed by 
Governor Robert D. Carey as a mem- 
ber of thcfrCommission to investigate 
the condition of the elk at Jackson 
Hole rind at the head of Wind River. 


The commission included Major E. 


A. Cioldman of the Biological Survey, 
who was at tho head, of the party, 
Game Warden Bruce Nowlin and Ho- 
ward Eaton. Captain A. M. Cook Su- 
oorviBov of the Woshakie forest, join- 
ed the party at Lander for inspection 
of the Wind River .district and A. C. 
McCain, Supervisor of the Teton for- 
est joined the party at Jackson for the 
investigation. 


"After going through .Wind. River" 


•ontinued Mr. Eaton- "We went out 
ffom Dnbois to the Jackson Hole. The 
temperature at "VVincl River hovered 
between 35 and, 40 With plenty of; snow 
The snow hau 'blcrvgn. Off the" plateau 
!>ut the ravines were filled ami there 
were a number of stretches where the 
snow -was half knee decj>. pp. av)iorse. 
On the road to Jackson Hold' the roads 
were drifted hard and the snow was 
on a level with the top fence rails. 
Occasionally we eoujd see 'trie 'tops 'of 
th e fence posts. At one place I know 
we traveled over a drift with twelve 
feet of snow under us. 


Elk and Deer Irtcrcasinjf" 


"Thero were a number of elk feecl- 


Ing and quite a number of deer, which 
are increasing rapidly. .There are now 
seven feeding places in Jackson Hole 
and we advise that no more be estab'- 
lishecl. This would be excellent if it 
.vei-e possible to weed out the weak, 
animals. As it is now, it is the same 
problem that faces the cattleman, the 
ilk stay at the feeding grounds in- 
stead of foraging and the strong ones 
ight off the weak ones. The elk are 
n uniformly good condition, as usual 
'.here are a few oM ones that will die 
Before the winter is over, and it is al- 
•iost n cinch that every motherless 
calf will die. If the elk cow has been 
ihot or died a natural death, the chan 
:es are ten to one that the calf will 
lot be able to rustle for himself. If

Piles of Buffalo Bone's 


"While on this trip, 1 saw a sight 


vhich has never been equaled before 
n all' my experience with buffalo on 
he range—which dates back to 1870 
Joing clown Alkali Creek on the west 
'oi-k of Wind River we found a place 
vhere the stream had washed back 
tiul cut out a steep bank sheltered 
rom the bluffs which ranged from 
00 to 150 feet high. Here on' this' 
•ank was a strip perhaps eighty yards 
ong where the buffalo hones were 
lilcd up from four to five feet 
in 


(eight, great layers of them. I attemp 
ed to pull one buffalo skull from the 
•an.k, but found that it was wedged 
n the clay as tightly as if it had been 
cement." 


"It was of course, impossible to 


determine how far the layers of bones 
nn under the bank but I am sure 
;here must have been the carcasses 
>f fully five hundred buffalo in the 
'ile. The cause of the gigantic slaugh 
tor will alwaj% remain a mystery. The 
>ank wris steep, but not so much that 


"the buffalo could have run off it and 
ijled up below. It is scarcely possible 
hat that many buffalo could 
have
